ANDRE CONSTANTINE DIMITRIADIS

Andre Constantine Dimitriadis was born on September 29, 1940, in Istanbul, Turkey. Being of Greek heritage, Andre 
always felt somewhat misplaced in the world growing up in Turkey, although Istanbul (the former Constantinople) was 
once capital of the Byzantine Empire and home to a Greek culture of immense vitality. He grew up greatly admiring 
his father, Konstantin N. Dimitriadis, an employee of Mobile Oil, and his mother, Terspsikori A. Mavrogelastou, 
an accountant turned housewife, both of whom were steeped in the history of their homeland. Thus began Andre's 
fascination with ancient history. 


Andre excelled in grade school, but his father told him that to be truly successful, he must go to America. At first he 
pursued an engineering career, earning a Bachelor's degree in Electrical Engineering from Roberts College in 1964, 
and a Masters in Computer Science from Princeton two years later. A wise professor noticed that Andre solved most 
of his mathematical computations in terms of monetary transactions. He advised Andre: “You are a very smart boy. All 
the other boys in this class are geniuses. Go into finance and then you can hire all these other boys.” He took this good 
advice, receiving an MBA in Finance and a PhD in Economics from NYU Stern School of Business in 1970. 


Andre began his work life as an operations manager at TWA. For him, working for an airline was like giving a child the 
keys to a candy store. Fluently multilingual, he would get off work on Friday, head to the airport, ask where the next 
flight was going, and hop on board for an adventure. His airline career flourished, first at TWA, followed by Pan Am, 
Air California, and finally as CFO of Western Airlines. This position got him to the West Coast where he was recruited 
to be CFO of American Medical International, owners of acute care hospitals around the world. AMI needed someone 
to shake things up and improve profitability, and Andre proved adept at this role. His success came to the attention of 
private money and Andre led AMI to a successful LBO in 1989. In the early 90s, Andre founded LTC Properties, Inc., 
a health care Real Estate Investment Trust, and was chairman until his death. 


Andres work in health care brought him frequently to London. There, he enjoyed going on solitary walks during 
the day, and was likely on one of these walks that he wandered into Spink & Son and made his first purchase of what 
became a fabulous Greek, Roman and Byzantine coin collection. On March 6, 1985 he bought 17 coins, chiefly a gold 
solidus of Theodosius II (AD 402-450). This coin is being offered in the Roman collection auction of his coins. There 
is no evidence he ever sold a coin once it had entered his collection. 


Andre had acquired quite a coin collection by 1991, but it was then that his greatest treasures arrived with the birth 
of his twin daughters. He gave them the names of empresses and queens on his coins (as well as to honor his father, 
Konstantin): Julia Valeria Constancia and Christina Janna Constancia. They were the queens in his kingdom. 


Andre continued to quietly collect coins and would often pull one or two ancient Roman or Byzantine coins out of 
his pocket to try to impart its beauty and historical significance on his co-workers. His love for the history and beauty 
of these survivors from a bygone age came through clearly to everyone he met on these occasions. But the enormous 
scope of his remarkable collection, surely one of the most impressive collections of Roman and Byzantine coins ever 
assembled in the United States, was known only to himself. 


Julia and Christina are deservedly proud to be his daughters, proud of his life and vast accomplishments, and are 
honored to have the opportunity to present The Andre Constantine Dimitriadis collection to a new generation of 
collectors. They are sure the new owners will cherish these pieces and come to know something about the man whose 
journey led from a humble Turkish home to wealth and success in America, and of his passion for the history and 
heritage of his homeland.

After Alexander the Great’s siege and destruction of Tyre in 332 
BC, most other Phoenician cities of the Levant quickly submitted. 
Sidon went so far as to depose its king, Straton II, for his support 
of Darius. The people of Sidon asked Alexander to choose a new 
king; he delegated the choice to Hephaestion, who settled on a 
member of the royal house named Abdolonymus, who had fallen 
on such hard times he was feeding himself by the cultivation of a 
kitchen garden. He was weeding in his garden when Hephaeston 
approached him with the royal crown and robes. Brought before 
Alexander, Abdolonymus was asked how he was able to endure 
his poverty; he replied “would be to heaven, I may as well bear my 
prosperity!” Alexander was so delighted he installed Abdolonymus 
in the palace of his predecessor and augmented his dominions from 
the surrounding territory. The coinage struck in Alexander's name 
at Sidon is dated from the start of Abdolonymus’s reign in 332 BC.

The last independent king of Macedon, Perseus inherited the throne 
from his father Philip V after the latter had his other, pro-Roman 
son Demetrius executed. Thus the tone was set from the outset of 
his reign for an eventual clash which proved fatal to the Antigonid 
monarchy and Macedonian independence. Perseus skilfully rebuilt 
the Macedonian army and a network of marriage alliances during 
the first years of his reign, which the Romans watched with rising 
alarm. The Third Macedonian War broke out in 171 BC, and for a 
time Perseus employed guerrilla tactics which gave him the initia- 
tive and kept the Romans on their heels. Like his father, though, he 
chose to risk all in a single pitched battle at Pydna and lost badly to 
the Roman general Lucius Aemilius Paullus. Perseus surrendered 
and was allowed to live out his life in comfortable captivity in 
Rome; the Macedonian Kingdom was divided into four theoreti- 
cally autonomous Republics which were soon subsumed into direct 
Roman rule. The coinage of Perseus is one of the more attractive 
of the Hellenistic series; while tetradrachms are fairly plentiful, 
didrachms such as this one are exceedingly rare.

Olbia, a colony of Miletus located at the junction of the Hyspanis 
and Borysthenes rivers in the wilds of Scythia, grew prosperous on 
trade between the nomadic Scythians and the Greeks. It employed 
a unique form of coinage consisting of cast bronzes of various sizes 
similar in concept to Italian aes grave.

Cyzicus was an important city on the northwestern coast of 
Anatolia, well positioned to take advantage of trade across and 
through the Sea of Marmara. Its coinage was in more or less contin- 
uous production from about 550 BC to circa AD 630, a nearly 1,200 
year span unmatched by any other ancient mint. The tunny (tuna) 
fish was the symbol of Cyzicus from mid-6th century BC, when the 
city began striking electrum staters and fractions that circulated 
so widely the generic term for a stater became a cyzicenus. The 
fishing trade was critical to the economy of Cyzicus and it is likely 
the tunny fish became a form of pre-coinage currency. The sphinx, 
which appears frequently on the early electrum coinage of Cyzicus, 
had its origins in ancient Egypt (and is here perhaps symbolic of 
the lucrative trade between Egypt and mainland Greece), but the 
Greeks quickly developed their own version of the creature, which in 
their variant had the body of a lion, the wings of a bird and forepart 
of a woman. The most famous of these was Sphinx of Thebes (the 
Greek city, though interestingly there is also an Egyptian Thebes), 
who queried travelers with a riddle, then devoured them, when 
they could not answer. This went on until she encountered Oedipus, 
who successfully answered the riddle, whereupon the Sphinx flung 
herself from a cliff.

The gold trichryson, a gold piece of about 24mm and 17.8 grams 
(the approximate size and weight of an Attic silver tetradrachm), 
was first introduced by Ptolemy I shortly after he assumed the 
title of Basileus (king) in 305 BC. The weight was equivalent to 
five Ptolemaic silver drachms on the reduced Phoenician standard 
adopted by Ptolemy I (hence the modern term “pentadrachm” 
usually applied to this denomination) but under the Ptolemaic 
system the value would have been 12 times as great, or 60 silver 
drachms, a huge sum in the ancient world and equivalent to 
perhaps $2,500 in modern U.S. currency. It was the largest gold 
coin the world had yet seen, testament to the vast wealth of Egypt. 
The Alexandria mint employed the best engravers in the produc- 
tion of its gold coinage and the quality of portraiture is typically 
outstanding. The production of gold trichrysons continued under 
Ptolemy II Philadelphus, with the added feature of a regnal date 
added between the eagle’s legs. Circa 270 BC it was replaced by an 
even larger gold coin, the mnaieion, worth 100 silver drachms.

The traditional identification of the Gallic warrior depicted on 
the obverse of this issue as Vercingetorix, leader of the great Gallic 
rebellion against Caesar in 55-54 BC, is sometimes challenged as 
unprovable and unlikely. However, there is ample precedent for 
Romans placing portraits and images of defeated enemy rulers on 
their coinage (most prominently Philip V and Perseus of Macedon), 
and there is no reason to rule out such an attribution. The head 
is quite distinctive in its features, showing a rather haggard and 
emaciated warrior with his hair in wild disarray, perhaps reflecting 
the appearance of a man held captive by Caesar for four long years 
since the surrender of Vercingetorix at Alesia in 52 BC. Ultimately, 
it would be another two years before he was finally paraded through 
the streets of Rome in chains in Caesar's great triumph of 46 BC, 
after which he was ritually strangled.

Aulus Hirtius served as one of Caesar's legates in Gaul from about 
54 BC and remained loyal during the Civil War 48-45 BC. He 
was appointed as Caesar’s mintmaster in Rome in 46 BC, when 
he struck the first truly large issue of gold aurei from the spoils of 
Caesar’s campaigns. These aurei, which bear a rather enigmatic 
veiled female head on the obverse (usually identified as either Ceres 
or Vesta), were used to pay Caesar's soldiers after the great tri- 
umphal parade. After Caesar’s assassination, Hirtius initially 
supported Mark Antony but, after taking over as Consul in 43 BC, 
he raised an army against Antony at the instigation of Cicero and 
Octavian. His army defeated Antony at Mutina in April of 43 BC, 
but Hirtius was killed in the fighting; his consular colleague Pansa 
died days later, leaving Octavian and Antony masters of Rome. 
While the Hirtius aurei in the name of Caesar are not rare, they 
are only rarely seen in the Choice Mint State grade assigned to this 
extraordinary piece by NGC.

Raised by Julius Caesar in 52 BC from enfranchised Gauls, the Fifth 
Legion soon won the nickname Alaudae, or “Larks,” probably due 
to the distinctive Gallic feather crests worn on the soldier's helmets. 
They fought on Caesar’s side in nearly all the important battles of 
the Civil Wars, including Pharsalus, Thapsus, and Munda, and 
backed Mark Antony and Octavian against Caesar's assassins at 
Philippi. Stationed at Xanten, Germania during the early Empire, 
the Larks were destroyed by the Dacians at the Battle of Tapae in 
AD 86.

The late Republican Sixth Legion was likely raised by Julius Caesar 
about 52 BC in Cisalpine Gaul and was one of the legions employed 
during the siege of Alesia and the Civil War that followed (popular 
author Stephen Dando Collins asserts the Sixth was raised by 
Pompey in Spain and fought on his side at the battle of Pharsalus 
in 48 BC, but this seems unlikely and his case is contradicted by 
the primary sources). The Sixth’s most famous adventure occurred 
when it accompanied Caesar to Alexandria 47-48 BC, enduring a 
lengthy siege in the palace and winning a famous victory over King 
Ptolemy XIII on behalf of Caesar’s paramour, Cleopatra VII. It also 
fought with Caesar at the battle of Zela against King Pharnaces II 
(the famous “Veni, Vidi, Vici” battle). At least some of the original 
Sixth was mustered out at the end of the first Civil War and settled 
on land around Arles and Beneventum; Mark Antony took over 
the reconstituted Sixth (now called Ferrata, or “Ironclad”) and it 
accompanied him on the disastrous Parthian expedition of 36 BC. 
Veterans of the original Sixth were employed by Octavian to create 
a second Legion VI (later named Victrix Pia Fidelis); the two Sixths 
thus took opposite sides in the campaign culminating in the Battle 
of Actium. Both Legion Sixes would go on to perform exemplary 
service in the Imperial period.

Soon after seizing control of Roman Gaul and Germania, Postumus 
commenced an impressive coinage to pay his soldiers to keep them 
loyal to his breakaway regime. One of his decisions was to revive 
the short-lived double sestertius denomination introduced by 
Trajan Decius about a decade before. These bronzes can be identi- 
fied as double sestertii by the use of a radiate crown on the obverse; 
however they are often overstruck on older sestertii and hence no 
bigger or heavier than the single denomination. At 33mm and 
37.94 grams, his remarkable piece is actually the same diameter 
and weight as the Trajan Decius coin. It ranks among the largest 
Postumus double sestertii on record, and quite possibly is the largest 
and heaviest ever offered at public auction.

This rare and intriguing issue was likely struck for the ceremonies 
commemorating the official foundation of Constantinople on 11 
May, AD 330. Like the “Maundy money” struck in England for 
special occasions, it was likely handed out to the general populace 
as part of the celebration.

The son of Constantine the Great’s half-brother, young Flavius 
Constantius Julianus barely survived a massacre of his branch of 
the family in AD 337 and was raised in an atmosphere of austere 
piety at a remote fortress in Cappadocia. The blood fueds of early 
Christianity soured him on the faith and made him an admirer of 
classical learning and paganism. He studied in Athens in the AD 
350s and won the friendship and protection of Eusebia, wife of his 
cousin, the Emperor Constantius II. In AD 355 he became Caesar 
under Constantius and was tasked with rescuing Gaul, then suffer- 
ing furious barbarian attack. Lacking any experience of soldiery, 
Julian proved an amazingly quick study and soon led the Roman 
army to a smashing victory over German invaders at Strasbourg 
in AD 357. He also reduced taxation and introduced administra- 
tive reforms that won him enormous popularity in the West and 
alarmed the suspicious Constantius. This solidus, struck in Antioch 
at the outset of his reign as Caesar, shows Julian as a beardless youth 
dressed for war, a task at which he proved surprisingly adept.

The eldest son of Valentinian I, Flavius Gratianus was born at 
Sirmium in AD 359. His course was set by the elevation of his 
father in AD 364; shortly thereafter, Valentinian named his brother 
Valens as co-emperor in the east, while he took charge of the more 
beleaguered west. Gratian was named co-Augustus in AD 367 by 
his father at Ambiani (Amiens) in Gaul. In AD 375, Valentinian 
suffered an apoplectic stroke and died, leaving the western throne 
to the 16-year-old Gratian. A few days later, a cabal led by Gratian’s 
stepmother Justina proclaimed his five-year-old half-brother, 
Valentinian II, as co-emperor. To his credit, Gratian agreed to share 
power with his sibling, with Valentinian and Justina controlling 
Illyria, Italy and Africa, while Gratian ruled the more threatened 
provinces of Gaul, Germany, and Britain. Gratian established 
his court at Trier, Germany, and relied on a counsel of advisors 
headed by the poet Ausonius, who helped maintain good relations 
with the Senate in Rome. Gratian was a devout Christian, however, 
and rejected a request by a pagan faction to restore the statue of 
Victory to the Senate house. He was also the first emperor to refuse 
the title of Pontifex Maximus, or high priest, a position that now 
fell to the Christian Bishop of Rome. In AD 378, a major Gothic 
invasion threatened the East Roman Empire, and Gratian was on 
his way east with reinforcements when his uncle Valens was killed 
in the battle of Adrianople. After careful deliberations, Gratian 
chose the capable Theodosius I as Valens’ replacement. Gratian’s 
youth seemed to promise a long reign, but in AD 383 the duke of 
Britain, Magnus Magnus, proclaimed himself emperor; Gratian’s 
troops, angered at his earlier refusal to raise their pay, deserted to 
the usurper. Gratian fled toward the Alps, but was overtaken at 
Lugdunum and executed on August 25, AD 383, at the age of 24.

Flavius Honorius presided over the disintegration of the Western 
Roman Empire, and thus holds a place in history that his stature 
hardly merits. For 30 years he reigned like the static figurehead of 
a foundering ship, doing little of note as waves of invaders rolled 
over the undefended frontiers and engulfed unprotected cities. This 
gold solidus, struck at Rome, depicts Honorius spurning a cringing 
barbarian, an image that must have seemed laughable to all but the 
most uninformed of the day. Ironically, tens of thousands of gold 
solidi like this were paid to the Visigoth Alaric in a vain attempt to 
keep him from besieging and plundering Rome.

A soldier with a distinguished career, Marcian chosen to 
succeed the long-reigning Theodosius II through the influence 
of the empress Aelia Pulcheria, who legitimized his position by 
marrying him. Marcian proved aa stern and able ruler, par- 
ticularly in his dealings with the Huns. He prepared the army 
to meet the inevitable Hun attack, but Attilla promptly died 
on his wedding night, and his horde immediately disintegrat- 
ed. Marcian spent most of his reign in reform, retrenchment and 
consolidation, husbanding the East Roman Empire’s resources 
against the coming storms. After a productive and mostly peace- 
ful reign of seven years, Marcian died in AD 457. He was so fondly 
remembered that future East emperors were sworn in with the 
admonition to “reign like Marcian!” While gold solidi of Marcian 
are typically scarcer than those of his immediate predecessors and 
successors, circumstance has presented Heritage with 11 of his 
solidi in extreme high grade, which we proudly present here.

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THE ANDRE CONSTANTINE DIMITRIADIS COLLECTION 


The Andre Constantine Dimitriadis Collection of Byzantine coins comprises more than 600 coins 
in all metals, from the reign of Anastasius I (AD 491-518), commonly acknowledged as both the last 
“East Roman” and the first “Byzantine” ruler, to the reign of Constantine XI Palaeologus (1449-1453), 
the heroic last ruler of Byzantium. It is without a doubt one of the most comprehensive collections 
of Byzantine gold coins ever assembled, as a quick glance through this catalog will affirm. The late 
Mr. Dimitriadis, a Californian of Greek descent, built his collection between 1985 and 2012, mainly 
through important public auctions such as the William Herbert Hunt sales by Sotheby’s (early 1990s), 
the “Highly Important Private Collection of Byzantine Coins” sale by Sotheby's in 1998, the Dreesman 
Collection offered by Spink & Sons (2000), and the Triton IV sale in 2001. Many of the coins in the 
Dimitriadis Collection are plate coins in important reference works such as the essential Byzantine Coins 
and Their Values by David R. Sear and Roman Gold Coins of the Medieval World by Harlan J. Berk. This 
auction thus represents a unique opportunity to acquire coins with documented pedigrees to important 


collections worldwide. 


The Dimitriadis Collection focuses mainly on the gold coinage of the Byzantine Empire in all of its 
forms and denominations. With a few exceptions, these are presented in this catalog by Sear number 
as listed in Byzantine Coins and Their Values, surely the finest one-volume handbook ever produced 
covering this vast and complicated series running nearly a full millennium from AD 491 to 1453. That 
Mr. Dimitriadis came so close to filling out every Sear number for Byzantine gold coinage is a testament 
to his thorough, meticulous connoisseurship. Furthermore, even coins of great rarity are often present in 


spectacular condition.

THE BYZANTINE EMPIRE: A BRIEF HISTORY 


The term “Byzantine Empire” is a relatively modern term, invented to describe the continuation of the Roman Empire in its 
Christian form after the fifth century AD. The Empire’s citizens continued to describe themselves as Romans (Romaioi) down to 
the 15th century. Some modern scholars reject the term Byzantine as a pejorative, calling to mind decadence, decline, stultifying 
bureaucracy, and backstabbing intrigue. But it also suggests an air of exotic mystery, religious devotion, and a richly ornate style 


of art and architecture, all of which are features of this unique, vigorous and incredibly resilient culture. 


ROME'S HEIR 


In AD 330, Constantine the Great re-founded the old Greek city of Byzantium as Constantinople, creating a new Christian 
capital for the Roman Empire. The city was superbly situated at the crossroads of Europe and Asia and defended by massive 
fortifications, making it impregnable. Throughout the fourth and fifth centuries, the East Roman Empire throve while the 
Western half succumbed to barbarian invasion and economic collapse. Though men of varying talent and limited vision, the 
East Roman emperors of this era tended to have long, stable reigns, concentrating on husbanding the Empire’s resources and 
preserving the integrity of its borders. Contributing mightily to this stability was the main coin of the realm, the gold solidus, 
which promoted trade, paid the army, and bribed the Empire’s enemies.

DARK AGE 


By AD 700, the Byzantine Empire consisted of only the capital of Constantinople, most of Anatolia, scraps of mainland Greece, 
and a few strongholds in Italy and Sicily. The vigorous Islamic Caliphate had swept all before it in the East and Africa, while the 
Lombards, Slavs and Bulgars had carved up the formerly Roman West. The Empire suffered through a host of short-lived reigns 
and civil wars until the accession of Leo IV the Isaurian in AD 717. At last, the Empire had a capable soldier at the helm who 
began pushing back the enemy on all fronts. But Leo and his dynasty brought a new form of Christian religious zeal, iconoclasm, 
which sought to extinguish the worship of sacred images. This brought about a century-long rift in Byzantine society that 
undercut many gains on the military and diplomatic front. 


The early AD 800s were an era of wildly shifting fortunes for Byzantium, with every victory or windfall seemingly offset by 
a devastating setback. In the West, the rise of Charlemagne gave the world a powerful new Christian Empire, challenging 
Byzantium’s claim as the only true heir of Rome. Through it all, however, the plague-ravaged population of Greece and Anatolia 
began to recover and the economy slowly revived. The 840s saw the end of iconoclasm and the accompanying religious strife. 
A new popular culture emerged, synthesizing Roman law, Greek language and customs, and a heavy leavening of Orthodox 
Christianity. The military tide having turned, the Balkans and eastern Anatolia once again came under Imperial control. The 
long Byzantine Dark Age lifted as the light of learning returned. 


RENAISSANCE 


By the accession of Basil I the Macedonian (AD 867-886), a full-scale renaissance was underway. The stability of his dynasty 
contributed to the continuing recovery in affairs military, civil, and financial that brought the Byzantine Empire to its medieval 
peak. 


The foundation of a new University at Constantinople 
created a generation of scholars and artisans who strove to 
recreate the art, literature of science of the ancient world. 
The army and navy, once again the world’s finest and 
led by a succession of military geniuses, including the 
emperors Nicephorus II, John I, and Basil II, carried all 
before them. The frontiers expanded to their greatest 
extent since the days of Justinian. Emergent Russia came 
under Constantinople’s strong influence and became the 
most enduring repository of Byzantine Culture. It remains 
so today. 





The great Macedonian Renaissance was reflected in the 
coins of the 9th and 10th centuries, which are the most 
beautiful in the Byzantine series, combining serene images 
of Christ and the Virgin with fully realized frontal portraits of the various rulers. Byzantine art as a whole reached its creative

CHAOS, RECOVERY, COLLAPSE 


After the reign of Basil II (AD 976-1025), Byzantium suffered a succession of feeble and/or incompetent rulers who steadily 
depleted the Empire’s resources and weakened the military. At the same time, new enemies emerged in the form of the Seljuq 
Turks in the East and the Normans in the West. The disastrous battle of Manzikert lost much of central Anatolia to the Seljugs in 
1071, while the Normans seized southern Italy and prepared a full-scale invasion of Greece.

That the city was sacked, looted and desecrated 
not by Islamic heathens, but by western Christians, was viewed as an 
unforgivable stab-in-the-back by the Orthodox Greek populace, causing 

distrust that persists to this day. As the corrupt Latin rulers settled into Constantinople and set about carving up Greece, the 





leading Byzantine families set up governments in exile in Thessaly and western Anatolia. 


RALLY AND FINALE 


Chief among the exile states was the Empire of Nicaea in western Anatolia. Under John III Ducas-Lascaris (1225-1254), the 
Nicaean state steadily gained in territory and military strength. In 1259, the crafty Michael VIII Palaeologus seized the throne, 
founding the last Byzantine dynasty. In 1261, he retook Constantinople in a bloodless strike. Against all odds, the Byzantine 
Empire stood again at the crossroads of East and West. 


By brilliant diplomacy, Michael VIII was able to maintain the renascent state, but at substantial cost. To secure the Pope’s support 
he promised to return the Orthodox Church to Roman authority; the Greek populace was outraged and alienated. Many of his 
successors were capable men, but the state remained impoverished and the forces arrayed against it were formidable. Dynastic 
civil wars sapped whatever strength was left. With the rise of the Ottoman Turks in the 1300s, the ultimate end was in sight. 
Despite these travails, Byzantine art enjoyed a final period of splendor in this era. 


By the early 1400s, the “Empire of the Romans” consisted of little more than Constantinople and a few scraps in southern Greece. 
The last Emperor, Constantine XI Palaeologus, could do little more than prepare for the final assault by the aggressive new Sultan, 
Mehmet I the Conqueror. The end came on 29 May 1453, when Ottoman cannons battered down the walls of Constantinople and 
the last Emperor Constantine vanished (and presumably died) in a heroic last charge.

The long reign of Anastasius I proved to be a new foundation for 
the East Roman state in a number of ways. A quietly capable impe- 
rial bureaucrat with an intimate knowledge of government and 
finance, Anastasius was elected by the Senate of Constantinople 
following the death of Zeno with the help of the dowager empress 
Ariadne. He soon embarked on a thorough restructuring of the 
Roman coinage and system of taxation, producing a range of new 
copper denominations, which improved commerce and brought 
a revenue windfall to the government. These reforms are usually 
seen as the start of the Byzantine, as opposed to East Roman, era 
of coinage. His religious views were unorthodox and led to unrest 
at the capital; the most serious revolt, by the general Vitalian, was 
only put down with great difficulty in AD 515. But at his death in 
AD 518, Anastasius left a stable and well-organized Empire with 
mountains of cash in the coffers, enabling the age of expansion that 
followed.

Justinian I is deservedly called “the Great” for his expansive ambi- 
tion and his many accomplishments. Blessed with a keen intellect, 
a unique ability to spot talent, a tireless capacity for hard work, 
and unflinching belief in his vision, he quite nearly reconstituted 
the Roman Empire in its entirety and might have given it a long- 
term second lease on life, if not for a few twists of fate. His great 
generals Belisarius, Germanus and Narses carried East Roman 
arms from the Euphrates to southern Spain, restoring Africa and 
Italy to imperial control and turning the Mediterranean once more 
into a Roman lake, albeit at tremendous cost in coin and blood. 
In stone and concrete he built Hagia Sophia, the most spectacular 
church to survive antiquity; in parchment and ink he built the Code 
of Justinian, a towering work of jurisprudence that is still forms 
the foundation of European law. An early supporter of women’s 
rights, he insisted that his beautiful and canny wife, Theodora, be 
granted co-equal powers to his own and often sought her counsel; 
indeed she saved the regime during the Nika Riots of AD 532. Like 
many great men, he evoked wildly differing views of his merits: 
His biographer Procopius both hailed him as a godlike being and 
attacked him as a demonic tyrant. The disasters of the AD 550s, 
including earthquakes, a horrific plague that killed a quarter of 
the Empire’s population, and military reverses that undid many 
early conquests, seemed to show God's displeasure with his rule. 
Nevertheless Justinian and his picked men strove mightily to over- 
come these setbacks and, by AD 560, had seemingly done just that.

A talented soldier, Tiberius II Constantine strove hard to stem the 
tide of defeat and invasion on all imperial fronts. With military 
resources limited, the Slavs pushing into Greece, the Lombards 
laying siege to Ravenna, and the Persians invading Armenia, he 
had his hands full. Temporarily buying off the Slavs and Lombards, 
he concentrated on the Persian front and was rewarded when 
his general Maurice won a notable victory. Free-spending where 
Justin had been overly frugal, Tiberius seems to have tried an early 
version of “stimulus spending” which nearly bankrupted the state. 
Charismatic and affable, Tiberius perhaps deserved a longer reign, 
but fell ill after eating some poorly prepared (or possibly poisoned) 
food. He died after naming his protege Maurice as his successor.

The most capable of Justinian’s immediate successors, Maurice 
Tiberius commanded armies during the Persian wars of Tiberius 
II and was raised to the rank of co-emperor shortly before the lat- 
ter’s death in AD 582. Maurice vigorously pursued the Persian 
war and was able to take advantage of their internal disputes by 
restoring the exiled Great King Khusro II to the Sasanian throne in 
AD 591, resulting in a favorable peace treaty. This freed up soldiers 
for the Balkan campaign against the invading Avars and Slavs, 
who proved difficult to dislodge. Maurice reorganized the Empire's 
western possessions by appointing viceroys called Exarchs in Italy 
and Carthage, enabling them to hold out for another century or 
more. The cost of continuing war had to be met by harsh taxa- 
tion, making his regime unpopular, and the severe weather of the 
“little ice age” in the AD 600s-700s made for miserable fighting 
conditions on the northern front. In AD 602 the Balkans army 
mutinied and proclaimed a half-barbarian junior officer, Phocas, 
as emperor. Despite reigning with competence and integrity for 
20 years, Maurice was overthrown and executed along with his 
entire family. His downfall opened the floodgates to a deluge that 
soon swept away the East Roman state entirely, replacing it with a 
diminished and very different entity we now call Byzantium.

A semi-barbarian officer in the Byzantine army of the Balkans, 
Phocas led a coup against Maurice Tiberius and was crowned over 
his predecessor's dead body. He proved a cruel tyrant with no talent 
for government or defence. His accession touched off a cascade of 
crises that threatened to overwhelm the East Roman state. While 
Phocas is justly derided for bringing the Empire to the brink of 
destruction, his reign witnessed some interesting numismatic inno- 
vations.

One of the greatest Byzantine rulers, Heraclius was the son of the 
similarly named Exarch of Carthage. As Constantinople descended 
into chaos under the usurping tyrant Phocas, the elder Heraclius 
launched a rebellion that slowly spread through the provinces, 
finally reaching Constantinople in AD 610. The younger Heraclius 
ascended the throne and found the Empire in dire straits, with the 
Persians, Slavs, Avars and Lombards attacking on every frontier. 
The Sasanian Persians overran the Eastern provinces, sacking 
Jerusalem and carrying the True Cross back to Ctesiphon as a 
prize. Heraclius spent his first decade reorganizing the Empire as 
a fortress state, creating military zones called “themes” in which 
peasants were granted land in return for military service. In AD 
622, Heraclius led his reconstituted army on the attack. After six 
years of superhuman effort, the Persians were utterly routed and 
his arch enemy, the Great King Khusro II, was deposed and mur- 
dered. Syria, Judaea and Egypt were restored to East Roman rule 
and the True Cross was restored to Jerusalem with great fanfare. 
The Avars were likewise driven back and nearly annihilated. By AD 
632 Byzantium seemed triumphant and restored to its former glory, 
but at this point the Arabs burst out of the desert, carrying the fire 
of Islam, and swept all before them. The heroic Heraclius lived to 
see most of his great accomplishments undone by this dynamic new 
force. Nevertheless, his reform of the army had given Byzantium a 
strong new backbone that would sustain it through the medieval 
centuries, and his legend lived on. The devastation caused by 
decades of ceaseless warfare had been horrific and the world was 
forever changed: It is at this point that the “East Roman” Empire of 
late antiquity became medieval “Byzantium,” a much altered state.

Constans II was the son of Constantine II and grandson of the 
great Heraclius (AD 610-641). During his minority, actual power 
resided in a council of Senators, who proved unequal to the enor- 
mous challenges posed by the initial tsunami of Islamic conquest. 
By AD 650, the Arabs had occupied Syria, Judaea and Egypt, and 
were building a fleet to terrorize the Greek islands. In AD 655, 
Constans II personally led a naval counterattack, but despite his 
personal bravery, he suffered a heavy defeat off the south coast of 
Asia Minor. It seemed Greco-Roman civilization was doomed to 
a running rearguard action, but ca. AD 656 the Islamic Caliphate 
was riven by internal upheavals, giving the East Romans a respite. 
The Slavs remained a major threat, however, and Constans spent 
many years campaigning against them in the northern Balkans. 
At some point, Constans determined to shift the Empire’s center of 
gravity westward to better manage the Islamic onslaught. In AD 
663 he removed his court to Italy and pondered making Rome his 
capital. But the great imperial city was now a virtual ghost town 
ringed by the hostile Lombards, and after a brief visit he instead 
set up court at Syracuse in Sicily. The citizens of Sicily soon came 
to resent his heavy hand. In AD 668, he was murdered while in his 
bath. The luxuriant beard grown by Constans led to his nickname 
Pogonatus (“bearded one”), sometimes mistakenly applied to his 
son and successor Constantine IV.

To Constantine IV belongs credit for finally stemming the Muslim 
tide that threatened to roll over all of Europe in the later seventh 
century. The eldest son of Constans I, he faced a host of crises upon 
his accession, mainly the loss of the Empire’s richest provinces, 
the decimation of the Byzantine navy, and a badly depleted set of 
resources and options. He fought back with energy and ingenuity, 
preparing Constantinople for the inevitable siege that commenced 
six years after his accession, in AD 674. There the Byzantines 
unleashed their “secret weapon,” Greek Fire, an incendiary mixture 
that could be projected through tubes as with a modern flame- 
thrower. It caught the Arab fleet utterly unprepared and caused the 
first great Muslim defeat since the Hijra. Constantine's army also 
defeated the Arabs on land in Asia Minor and forced the Caliph to 
sign a 30-year peace treaty on terms favorable to the Byzantines. 
Constantine had to cede much of the Balkans to the new Bulgarian 
tribe, however, a development that boded ill for the future. One of 
the best of the early Byzantine rulers, Constantine died young at 
age 33, leaving the throne to his mercurial son Justinian II.

This extraordinary early portrait solidus of Justinian II shows the 
talented die engravers responsible for the “fine style” issues late in 
Constantine IV’s reign remained active under his successor. The 
son of Constantine IV, Justinian II ascended the throne at the age 
of 16 in September AD 685. His father’s victories over the Arabs 
gave him a breathing spell and enabled him to focus on the Empire's 
other enemies. He managed to relieve Thessalonica from a Slavic 
siege and resettled thousands of prisoners to Macedonia and Asia 
Minor, providing recruiting stock for the Thematic armies there. 
He undertook other administrative reforms and devoted much 
energy to theological matters. Priding himself on his piety, he was 
the first emperor to put the image of Christ on his coins, launching 
a tradition that would extend to the Empire’s end. But his pride 
and authoritarian manners slowly turned the aristocracy against 
him, and, after a 10-year reign, he was deposed in a palace coup. 
Leontius, his replacement, had his nose cut off and exiled him to 
the Crimea. His enemies would soon regret not having executed 
him when they had the chance.

The portrait of Christ on the obverse of this solidus is the first 
numismatic representation of Jesus, and immediately followed 
the ruling of the Trullan Synod of AD 692 that Christ could be 
depicted in human form. Justinian II was ostentatiously devout 
and placing the divine image on his coinage was a reflection of this. 
The appearance of Christ on the Byzantine coinage also may have 
spurred the Caliph ‘Abd al-Malik to decree that no images offensive 
to the Muslim faith should appear on coins struck or used by the 
Arabs, an edict of AH 74/ AD 693. This first numismatic portrait of 
Christ is remarkably naturalistic and lifelike, and was likely based 
on the mosaic image of Christ in the apse of the Great Palace of 
Constantinople, which was itself influenced by Hellenistic depic- 
tions of Zeus.

Governor of the newly created Theme of Hellas in Greece, Leontius 
was proclaimed Emperor after the overthrow of Justinian II in AD 
695. His first mistake was not executing his predecessor; instead he 
cut off Justinian’s nose and banished him to the Crimea. With the 
Byzantines in turmoil, the Arabs went on the offensive in North 
Africa and captured Carthage in AD 698. The fleet Leontius sent 
to relieve the city instead rebelled and proclaimed its admiral 
Apsimar as Emperor. Leontius abdicated and was initially spared, 
but was murdered after Justinian II's return to power in AD 705. 
The coins of Leontius boast unusually realistic portraiture, portray- 
ing him as a portly man with a close-cropped beard.

Admiral of a Byzantine fleet sent to relieve the siege of Carthage, 
Apsimar turned back after the Arabs seized the city, and undertook 
to overthrow the feeble Emperor Leontius. He succeeded to the 
throne as Tiberius III and set about trying to recover the initia- 
tive against the advancing Arabs. He scored some minor successes 
against them in Asia Minor, but Carthage was lost forever, a ter- 
rific blow that undermined his claim to military prowess. Rightfully 
suspicious of the deposed Justinian II, who had taken refuge with 
the Khazars, he tried to have his rival extradited and executed. But 
Justinian eluded capture and returned to Constantinople at the 
head of a polyglot army in AD 705. Caught unprepared, Tiberius 
tried to flee, but was captured and executed. The scarce coinage 
of Tiberius shows him as a military man, armed with spear and 
shield, a motif that had not been seen in decades.

Exiled to remote Cherson, Justinian II immediately began plotting 
his return to power, obtaining assistance from the Khazars and 
Bulgarians. After a novelistic series of adventures, he returned to 
Constantinople in AD 705 at the head of a Bulgarian army and 
entered the city by crawling through an aqueduct pipe. One re- 
installed in power, he took terrible revenge on all those who had 
opposed him. Sporting a golden nose to replace the one he had lost 
(providing the epithet Rhinotmetus — “slit-nosed”), he reigned as 
a monomaniacal tyrant, torturing and murdering anyone who 
displeased him. He soon alienated even his closest supporters. By 
AD 711 the army and surviving aristocracy had seen enough. They 
made common cause to overthrow Justinian for a second and final 
time; this time the conspirators killed him and all his family, thus 
extinguishing the noble line of Heraclius.

Upon his return to power, Justinian II immediately resumed his 
innovative coinage featuring an obverse portrait of Christ. The new 
sacred image, however, was distinctly different from the “classic” 
Christ of Justinian’s first reign. Jesus is shown in a seemingly more 
youthful guise, with a head of tight, curly hair and a close-cropped 
beard, in place of the long tresses and medium-length beard on 
coins of the first reign. Various theories have been put forth to 
explain this abrupt change in iconography, but it remains mysteri- 
ous. At any rate young, curly headed Christ proved a short-lived 
depiction. It would not be until the end of the iconoclastic era in 
the late 9th century AD that Christ would again be depicted on 
Byzantine coins, and the image would revert to the more tradi- 
tional long-haired visage of Justinian II's first reign.

Part of a debilitating string of short-lived rulers, Bardanes was a 
general of Armenian origins who was proclaimed Emperor upon 
the final overthrow of Justinian II. Almost immediately, he alien- 
ated the clergy and populace by reviving the Monothelete heresy 
(proposing that Christ had a single, divine nature and will) which 
had supposedly been stamped out decades previously. He was also 
unsuccessful in stopping Arab and Bulgarian advances, prompting 
the Byzantine army to depose and blind him after 18 months of 
ineffective rule.

Although often cited as only a mild civil servant thrust into the 
role of short-reigning emperor, Anastasius II Artemius was rather 
a more formidable character than his origins might suggest. 
An imperial secretary to several emperors, he rose to the purple 
when soldiers from the volatile Opsikian Theme in Thrace rose 
up and overthrew the Emperor Philippicus, whose unorthodox 
religious views had alienated the populace and soldiery. Artemius 
was chosen for his intimate knowledge of the imperial bureau- 
cracy and orthodox religion. He chose to rule under the name 
Anastasius in honor of the ruler of two centuries previous who 
had strengthened the Empire through sound financial measures. 
One of his first actions was to arrest and execute the conspira- 
tors against Philippicus and impose harsh discipline on the army. 
Understanding that Constantinople would soon be besieged by 
Arab armies, he repaired the walls and ordered construction 
of a new fleet, which he sent on a successful preemptive raid of 
Rhodes. He also placed the army of the Anatolian Theme under the 
command of the talented general Leo the Isaurian, later emperor, 
and ordered it to invade Syria. In the meantime, however, the 
unruly Thracian troops tired of his discipline and revolted a 
second time; after a two-month siege they took Constantinople and 
replaced Anastasius with another civil servant, who ascended the 
throne as Theodosius III. Anastasius fled to Nicea, where he abdi- 
cated and entered a monastery. Four years later, he attempted to 
resume the throne but was captured and executed. 





Virtually all surviving solidi of Anastasius II’s two-year reign have 
a legend starting with his earlier name, Artemius. This extremely 
rare variety offers only his adoptive name Anastasius and is one of 
only three surviving examples.

Born to a peasant family in northern Syria, Leo III rose to become 
commander of the Anatolikon Theme in Asia Minor. With the 
Arabs preparing a massive siege of Constantinople, Leo’s soldiers 
proclaimed him emperor in place of the feeble Theodosius III in 
March of AD 717. Six months later, the long anticipated siege com- 
menced. Leo proved equal to the task of defending the capital, and 
with the help of Greek Fire and a timely counterattack, the Arabs 
were utterly routed. In 740, Leo cemented his reputation as a peer- 
less soldier by crushing the Arab army at the battle of Akroinon in 
Phrygia. He also instituted numerous reforms that strengthened 
the central government and improved fairness in the administra- 
tion of law. But he is chiefly known for his policy of iconoclasm, or 
the destruction of sacred images, which he regarded as akin to the 
graven images condemned in the 10 Commandments. In this, his 
beliefs were perhaps inspired by the Muslim practice of banning 
figural depictions of any kind. Iconoclasm caused a huge rift in 
Byzantine society, pitting the largely anti-icon army against the 
clergy and most of the general populous. Despite this, reigning 24 
years after a succession of disastrous ephemeral rulers, Leo III’s 
left the Empire much stronger than he had found it and ensured its 
survival.

Artavasdus was the son-in-law and colleague of Leo III. After Leo’s 
death in 741, Artavasdus decided to seize the throne for himself 
in opposition to Leo’s young son, Constantine V. He managed to 
capture Constantinople, where he restored the worship of icons 
to great rejoicing. But Constantine rallied the army to his cause 
and defeated Artavasdus in a number of battles. After a few brief 
months, Artavasdus was cornered, imprisoned and blinded, along 
with his two sons. After his defeat all his coinage would have been 
recalled and melted down; thus the great rarity of them today, with 
about 40 gold solidi extant. Nearly all known coins of Artavasdus 
display some weakness of strike; this example displays full mint 
luster and only isolated areas of weakness.

Leo III’s efforts to impose iconoclasm (the destruction of holy 
images) on the Empire were even more zealously carried out by his 
son and successor, Constantine V, whose long reign was marked 
by further military success abroad and heavy-handed repression 
within. Constantine’s enemies called him Copronymos, i.e. “named 
in dung,” because he had allegedly fouled his baptismal fountain. 
But his generalship proved outstanding against both the Arabs and 
the Bulgarians, whom he crushed at the battle of Anchialos in AD 
763. Byzantine fortunes in Italy received a blow in 751, however, 
when the city of Ravenna fell to the Lombards. The iconoclast con- 
troversy created discord throughout the Byzantine world for more 
than a century and counteracted many of the reforms and military 
victories achieved by father and son. Still, their efforts ensured 
the empire’s survival and paved the way for the great Macedonian 
Renaissance in the following century.

It is difficult to see how these official but totally debased solidi 
passed as currency in the steadily shrinking Byzantine possessions 
in Italy. Constantine V was a talented soldier and won critical 
victories against the Arabs and Bulgarians, but his virulent icono- 
clastic policies made him deeply unpopular in the West. Ravenna 
slipped from Byzantine control in AD 751, causing Rome to look 
increasingly to the Frankish kingdom for protection against the 
Lombards. Except for a tiny issue under Leo IV, these badly 
debased solidi were the last Byzantine coins struck in Rome.

Irene was a legendary beauty from Athens who married the 
Emperor Leo IV and soon came to dominate domestic affairs in 
his government. When Leo died in 780, Irene ruled as regent for 
her adolescent son Constantine VI. Though the Isaurian dynasty 
had initiated iconoclasm and vigorously attacked the use of sacred 
images, Irene was a fervent iconodule and began the process of 
reversing the divisive policy. She called a church council at Nicaea 
in 787 that declared iconoclasm to be heretical. This won her 
enemies in the army, which was heavily iconoclast, and in 790 she 
was temporarily ousted in a coup led by her now 20-year-old son. 
But he showed no talent for ruling and recalled her two years later.

The brief sole reign of the Empress Irene was a milestone in both 
Roman and Byzantine history, as it marked the first time a woman 
ruled the Empire in her own right. Previous empresses had effec- 
tively wielded supreme power, but only by using a male figurehead 
as nominal ruler. After Constantine embarrassed the regime with 
a series of military blunders and public scandals, Irene had him 
ousted and blinded in 797, seizing sole power for herself. She tried 
to win popularity with generous handouts and tax reductions, but 
the state’s coffers soon emptied and she faced a series of military 
disasters that further undermined her position. Furthermore, the 
accession of a female promoted the Pope in Rome to declare the 
imperial throne vacant and the Frankish king Charlemagne was 
duly crowned “Empror of the Romans” in 800. He in turn sent Irene 
an offer of marriage which might have united Eastern and Western 
Christendom under one government and changed the course of 
history, but it was not to be: In 802 Irene was ousted in a coup led by 
her finance minister Nicephorus, who exiled her Lesbos, where she 
died the following year. Her devotion to icons led to her canoniza- 
tion in the Orthodox Church.

The former imperial treasurer, Nicephorus I came to power in the 
coup that toppled the controversial Empress Irene. Nicephorus was 
a strict conservative with considerable military and administrative 
experience, and soon repaired much of the damage caused by Irene’s 
mismanagement. He revoked many of her tax reductions and found 
new sources of revenue that put the state on a sounder footing. His 
achievements in foreign affairs were more of a mixed bag. His refusal 
to pay tribute to the Arabs aroused their anger and invited attacks, 
but he reconquered central Greece from the Slavs, who had overrun 
it two centuries before, and created several new Themes, or military 
districts, by which the army could be replenished. In AD Nicephorus 
and his son and co-ruler Stauracius invaded Bulgaria, which had 
become a major threat under the ferocious warlord Krum. The inva- 
sion at first met with great success, taking and sacking the Bulgarian 
capital city of Pliska. But Nicephorus unwisely pursued Krum into 
the mountains, where he and his army were ambushed and slaugh- 
tered. Though grievously wounded, Stauracius managed to escape 
and made it back to Constantinople before expiring. Krum had 
Nicephorus’ skull made into a drinking cup, which became part of 
the Bulgarian royal regalia.

A high court official with a marriage tie to Nicephorus I, Michael 
Rhangabe seized the moment when Nicephorus was killed in battle 
against the Bulgarian khan Krum and his son and successor, 
Stauracius, severely wounded. Stauracius was induced to abdicate 
in Michael’s favor and died a short time later. Following a well- 
established precedent, Michael raised his eldest son Theophylactus 
as co-emperor and began a policy of retrenchment and reconcilia- 
tion after the financial and military disasters of the previous two 
reigns. He liberally distributed money to the clergy, who praised 
him for his piety, and purged iconoclasts from high positions, 
though they remained a potent force. In 812 he gave full recognition 
to Charlemagne as emperor of the West in return for Venice return- 
ing to Byzantine control; the Venetians, however, ignored the edict 
and maintained their independence. Early in 813 Michael mounted 
a major campaign against the Bulgarians, but they routed his army 
and his prestige plummeted. Knowing he would soon be toppled, 
Michael preempted events by abdicating and naming the general 
Leo V the Armenian as his successor. Michael took monastic vows 
along with his sons (one of whom later became patriarch) and died 
peaceably 30 years later. His coinage in all metals is extraordinarily 
rare and only a handful of major collections include specimens 
from his reign.

Of Armenian descent, Leo V was a successful general in the 
armies of Nicephorus I and Michael I, dealing both the Arabs and 
Bulgarians several defeats. Upon the collapse of Michael I’s regime, 
he assumed the throne with the backing of the Iconoclast faction of 
the army, who hoped he would revive the days of the heroic soldier- 
emperors Leo III and Constantine V. Leo accordingly launched 
a second phase of Iconoclasm, once again putting the Byzantine 
populace and army at odds. The death of the Bulgar Kahn Krum in 
814 seemed to show God's favor to the Iconoclastic emperor, but his 
reign was cut short when he was assassinated on the high altar of 
Hagia Sophia on Christmas Day, AD 820.

Born of humble parentage in central Anatolia, Michael the 
Amorian entered the army and rose through the ranks to become 
the right-hand man of Leo V the Armenian; however, in AD 820 
Leo accused him of treason and had him arrested. Partisans of 
Michael assassinated Leo and raised Michael to the purple. He was 
challenged by a rival general, Thomas the Slav, and the resultant 
civil war lasted until 823, allowing the Arabs to invade Crete and 
Sicily. Elsewhere he held the line. Of iconoclastic views, Michael 
was tolerant as to enforcement, and religious unrest receded. He 
was the first emperor in decades to die quietly in his bed, leaving the 
throne to his learned son Theophilus.

Second emperor of the Amorian dynasty, Theophilus was carefully 
educated by his father Michael II and acquired a taste for scholar- 
ship. An admirer of Arab culture, he sent a magnificent embassy to 
the Caliph of Baghdad, which was graciously received. Nonetheless, 
the Arabs launched raids into Byzantine territory throughout the 
reign, one of which destroyed the emperor's hometown of Amorium 
in 838. Theophilus sought to revive learning within the Empire 
and brought scholars to Constantinople who would later establish 
the university under his successor. A fervent iconoclast, he was 
the last emperor to persecute those who venerated sacred images. 
Nevertheless, he was a careful and judicious ruler whose admin- 
istrative reforms strengthened the state. Upon his death in 842, 
power passed to his wife Theodora as regent for his infant son 
Michael III; she soon ended the persecution and effectively closed 
the divisive iconoclastic era.

Syracuse was reconquered from the Vandals by Belisarius in AD 
535 and became the Empire’s most important city in the West, 
except for Ravenna. Constans II made it his capital for five years, 
from AD 663 until his assassination in 668. Its mint produced both 
gold and bronze coins in large quantities, acquiring a style and 
fabric all their own. Despite enduring a major Arab siege in 827-8, 
the city of Syracuse remained in Byzantine hands thanks to the 
timely arrival of reinforcements sent by Michael II. Although the 
Arabs steadily gained control of the rest of Sicily, Syracuse stayed 
under Byzantine control until it was lost in May of 878. It was 
briefly recaptured by the Byzantine general George Maniakes in 
1038, but fell to the Normans in 1041.

Theodora, who ruled as regent for Michael III during his long 
minority, was one of the more successful female Byzantine rulers. 
She was wed to the newly crowned Theophilus in AD 830 fol- 
lowing a “bride show” in which eligible maidens from all over the 
Empire were paraded before the young emperor. She remained a 
fervent iconodule despite the strict iconoclasm of her husband, 
and bore him seven children over 12 years. In 842, Theophilus died 
at only 29 years of age; his only surviving son was the three-year 
old Michael III, who had already been declared emperor and suc- 
ceeded without opposition, with Theodora acting as regent. She 
was ably assisted by her brothers, Bardas and Petronas, as well 
as by Theoktistos, the logothete (admiral) of the Byzantine navy. 
The borders were maintained, Arab and slavic raids repulsed, 
and the century-old iconoclastic controversy ended diplomatically 
by a restoration of icons (as objects of veneration, not worship), 
without reprisal on those who had sought their destruction. The 
reappearance of Christ’s bust on the obverse of this solidus can be 
seen as marking the end of the iconoclastic era. Throughout, she 
demonstrated herself an effective and capable ruler. In typical 
Byzantine fashion, though, she soon fell victim to court intrigues 
by her brother Bardas, who conspired with the young Michael in 
AD 856 to remove Theodora from power. Once deposed, she was 
confined to a convent and could only watch helplessly as a lowborn 
but ambitious courtier named Basil wormed her way into her 
son's affections, did away with Bardas, and ultimately murdered 
Michael and ascended the throne himself in AD 867.

Though now saddled with the unfortunate epithet “the Drunkard,” 
Michael III showed real ability and it was under his reign that the 
great recovery in Byzantine fortunes later called “the Macedonian 
Renaissance” began. The son of Theophilus, he was only two years 
old when his father died and the purple passed to him. A succession 
of regents, mainly his mother Theodora, ran affairs of state until 
he reached his majority in AD 856, when his reign truly began. 
Guided by his uncle, the Caesar Bardas, his regime made astonish- 
ing progress on the domestic, diplomatic and military fronts. The 
Arabs were defeated and pushed back, the Slavs Christianized and 
incorporated within the Empire, the last embers of Iconoclasm 
stamped out, and a university established in Constantinople to 
advance higher learning. Byzantine art and iconography, too, 
began a strong revival, as indicated by this magnificent gold 
solidus. Later Byzantine historians blackened Michael’s name as 
a drunken wastrel in order to glorify the dynasty of the man who 
murdered him and usurped the throne, Basil I the Macedonian, but 
he deserved better treatment.

This rare issue is unusual in that it portrays the empress 
Eudocia. If the date of AD 882 is correct, this is a memo- 
rial issue struck at the time of her death. Grierson has 
suggested it may be a coronation issue from AD 867-868. 


A peasant born to an Armenian family in the hinterlands of 
Macedonia, Basil came to Constantinople as a young man seeking 
his fortune, and can hardly have done any better. Despite having 
no education or money, he parlayed an appointment as a groom 
in the Imperial stables into a friendship with the Emperor Michael 
III “The Drunkard,” who appointed him co-emperor in May of 
AD 866. Basil next contrived the murder of the powerful Caesar 
Bardas, then, in September of 867, he did away with Michael 
himself. Once installed as uncontested ruler, he proved himself as 
gifted as he was cunning, crafty and ruthless. He continued the 
military expansion begun by his predecessors and dealt the Arabs 
and Slavs several heavy defeats while consolidating and strength- 
ening the empire's new frontiers. He also crushed a rebellion by a 
heretical Christian sect, the Paulicans, snuffed out the last vestiges 
of Iconoclasm, and made peace with the Papacy by replacing the 
controversial patriarch Photius, thus healing the so-called Photian 
schism. Most importantly, he founded a stable dynasty that would 
last two centuries and bring the Byzantine Empire to its medieval 
peak. His eldest son, Constantine, seen with his father on this 
gold solidus, predeceased him in AD 879 and the succession fell 
to the scholarly Leo VI “the Wise,” under whom the “Macedonian 
Renaissance” would reach its full flowering.

Though reigning 26 years, the mild and scholarly Leo VI the Wise 
struck relatively few gold coins. One of his edicts makes it clear 
that gold coins from previous reigns would be retained in circula- 
tion rather than recalled and re-struck, as had apparently been 
the previous practice. This perhaps reflects his basic conservatism 
and frugality. His bronze coinage is quite plentiful, however. Leo 
devoted most of his reign to administrative and legal affairs. His 
greatest accomplishment was the Basilica, a new legal handbook 
that updated Justinian’s code and translated it into Greek, making 
it accessible to the general populace.

The youngest son of Basil I the Macedonian, Alexander grew 
up as a pleasure-loving wastrel in sharp contrast to his schol- 
arly and dutiful brother, Leo VI “the Wise,” who kept him far 
from affairs of state. When Leo died in May AD 912, his six- 
year-old son Constantine VII was too young to rule, and there 
were questions about his legitimacy. Alexander was thus offered 
the throne. He proved as unfit to rule as Leo had predicted, and 
spent most of his reign throwing banquets and playing tzykanion, 
a Byzantine version of polo. His one act of statesmanship, denying 
the Bulgarians their annual tribute payment, proved disastrous 
and led to a 15-year war. Fortunately, the Byzantines did not 
have to endure his listless rule for long, as he collapsed and died 
after a strenuous game of polo in June AD 913. He was succeeded 
by Constantine VII, under the regency of the Patriarch Nicholas. 
Coins of Alexander are exceedingly rare, with only about 20 solidi 
known.

The son of Leo VI the Wise, Constantine VII Porphyrogenitus 
(“purple-born”) reigned for nearly half a century, although he 
held actual power for the last quarter of that span. As a child 
he was under the regency of his mother Zoe and the Patriarch 
Nicholas. A crisis occasioned by war with Bulgaria in AD 920 
brought the capable admiral Romanus I to the throne as co-emper- 
or; Romanus proceeded to advance his own sons in the succession, 
keeping Constantine in the background. But Constantine learned 
much during his long apprenticeship and, in, AD 944, he cannily 
managed a palace coup that deposed Romanus and his sons, 
leaving Constantine as sole ruler. By nature a scholar, he wrote 
several treatises and guidebooks on government that survive to 
this day. Learning, art and literature throve, and the Macedonian 
Renaissance gained strength under his firm and conscientious rule.

This rare type is controversial, with DOC and others giving it to 
Romanus I and Constantine, while Sear attributes it to Constantine 
and Romanus II (AD 945-963). The main difficulty is that the 
name of Constantine comes first, but the beardless figure on the 
left (indicating primacy) is clearly smaller and younger than the 
figure on the right, a position usually reserved for the subsidiary 
ruler. On the surface this would seem to indicate the younger figure 
is Constantine VII and the elder Romanus I, and point to an issue 
early in the joint reign. Other factors, including the ornate and 
much more evolved figure of Christ, seem to indicate a issue from 
much later in the reign, after Romanus I was deposed (in December 
AD 944)and Constantine’s son Romanus II was raised to the purple

One of the greatest generals of his age, Nicphorus Phocas led the 
armada that reclaimed Crete for Byzantium after 130 years of Arab 
rule. He followed up by annexing Cyprus and capturing Aleppo. 
These stupendous victories led the army, following the death of 
Romanus II in March AD 963, to acclaim Nicephorus as Emperor. 
Returning to Constantinople, he married Theophano, the widow of 
Romanus, and proclaimed himself protector of her two young sons 
Basil II and Constantine VIII, who became subordinate Emperors. 
Nicephorus continued the offensive against the Caliphate, which 
fell back on all fronts before the disciplined Byzantine forces. 
Theophano, however, found him remote and austere, and sought 
refuge in the arms of a dashing soldier, John Tzimisces. Together 
they plotted and carried out the murder of Nicephorus in December 
of AD 969.

One of the most dynamic Byzantine rulers, John Tzimisces came 
from a military family and was made commander of the Eastern 
armies by the Emperor Nicephorus II. Capable and ambitious, he 
became the lover of the emperor’s wife, Theophano, and together 
they plotted the murder of Nicephorus in AD 969. Once Nicephorus 
was out of the way, John had Theophano banished, married the 
daughter of Constantine VII, and ascended the throne as senior 
emperor and protector of the young Basil II and Constantine VIII. 
Despite its tawdry start, his rule was brilliantly successful on all 
fronts. Personally leading the now formidable Byzantine army, he 
dealt heavy defeats to the Russians, Bulgarians and Arabs. By AD 
975 he was in striking distance of Jerusalem and even Baghdad, 
and the Empire was stronger than it had been since the days of 
Justinian. His impressive reign was cut short by his death at age 51 
in AD 976, either due to typhoid or poisoning.

The son of Romanus II, Basil II theoretically inherited the purple at 
the age of five in when his father died in AD 963; however he was 
overshadowed by regents and co-emperors until AD 976. He had 
to fight off several challenges to his rule and was not fully secure 
until AD 989. The experience made a hard, austere man of him. 
Monastic in tastes and militant in manners, he never married 
and devoted his whole reign to administering the state and leading 
armies into battle. He expended enormous efforts toward destroy- 
ing the Bulgarian menace once and for all. At the Battle of Kleidion 
in 1014, he acquired his nickname “Bulgar-slayer” (Bulgaroctonos) 
when he captured and blinded 15,000 Bulgarians; the Bulgarian 
Tsar Samuel died of despair when he beheld the fate his men. The 
Fatimids and Arabs also felt his wrath and he oversaw the annexa- 
tion of Georgia to the Empire. He kept wealthy aristocrats on a 
short leash and favored peasants and small farmers, backbone of 
the army. By Basil’s death in 1025, the medieval Byzantine Empire 
had reached its greatest size, power and prestige. Maintaining it 
would require rulers with his devotion to duty, which none of his 
successors possessed, and they proceeded to fritter away his legacy 
with astonishing speed.

Introduced by Nicephorus II, the gold tetarteron nomisma seems to 
have been the equivalent of the old “lightweight solidus” and was 
perhaps intended to facilitate trade with the Islamic powers, which 
utilized a gold dinar somewhat lighter than the traditional solidus.

Romanus III could look and act like an emperor, but lacked any 
hint of a backbone and was easily dominated by his wife and court- 
iers. Still, his general George Maniaces won a series of victories in 
Syria and, as yet, the Empire was under no imminent threat, so 
the illusion of strength sustained. At length the voluptuous Zoe 
grew tired of her aged husband and sought solace in the arms 
of the handsome Michael the Paphlagonian. Shortly thereafter, 
Romanus conveniently died in his bath and Michael IV ascended 
the throne in his place. 


Though of no great importance as a ruler, Romanus III produced 
one of the more attractive Byzantine gold coins, depicting a regal 
seated figure of Christ Pantocrator backed with his own portrait 
receiving a blessing from the Virgin Mary. The design proved highly 
influential and was copied by future emperors well into the 13th 
century. The Dimitriadis Collection seems to have acquired a large 
number of these pleasing gold histamena in high grade and they are 
presented here both singly and in small lots.

A commoner from the Black Sea coast of Anatolia, Michael IV 
was the brother of John the Orphanotrophos (keeper of the state 
orphanage), a crafty eunuch who had gained a dominant position 
in the Byzantine court. Through John’s influence, the handsome 
Michael was introduced to the Empress Zoe and became her lover. 
Upon the suspicious death of Zoe’s husband, the elderly Emperor 
Romanus III, Michael married Zoe and was himself acclaimed as 
Emperor. Although an epileptic, he soon proved a strong ruler and 
a brave soldier, leading Byzantine armies to victory against the 
Arabs, Fatimids and Bulgarians. Sicily was partially reconquered 
and a favorable treaty signed with Fatimid Egypt. But the stress of 
office and military campaigns took a toll on his fragile health and 
Michael died after a too-brief reign of seven years in December 
1041. In the realm of coinage, it was under Michael IV that the now 
familiar scyphate, or “cup-shaped” fabric was first employed for 
the gold histamenon nomisma. The reasons for its adoption are not 
well understood, but it became the standard model for Byzantine 
coinage for the next three and a half centuries.

After the brief, disastrous reign of Michael V, the two elderly 
daughters of Constantine VIII ruled the Empire jointly for seven 
and a half weeks. The two women could not have been more dif- 
ferent: Often-married Zoé was an power-hungry voluptuary who 
took innumerable lovers, while Theodora was an austere, scholarly 
spinster who detested court life. They could not stand one another 
and could not agree on any course of action, so a state marriage 
was hastily arranged for Zoé and her new husband ascended the 
throne as Constantine IX on June 12, 1042. Coins of the brief and 
unprecedented joint female reign are among the greatest rarities of 
the Byzantine series.

An amiable aristocrat with a taste for luxury, Constantine IX 
Monomachus married the Empress Zoe in 1042 and thus became 
the third of her husbands to ascend the throne. He and his equally 
decadent wife enjoyed the extravagant life of the palace (along with 
his mistress, to whom he gave a special state title) and paid scant 
attention to affairs of state. Instead of strengthening the Empire's 
defenses against the emerging Seljuq and Norman threats, he dras- 
tically cut military spending and reduced the size of the army. He 
was twice challenged for the throne by far more capable military 
men, but won both brief civil wars by happenstance. An attempt to 
enlist the Pope’s aid against the Normans backfired and resulted in 
a final schism between the Roman and Orthodox Churches in 1054. 
His one positive accomplishment was promoting higher learn- 
ing by endowing chairs of philosophy and law at the university in 
Constantinople.

Having outlasted all other members of the Macedonian dynasty, 
Theodora accepted the purple as sole ruler after the death of 
Constantine IX in January 1055. On the whole she ruled with 
frugality, caution and competence, but her micro-management of 
affairs and her dismissal of capable officials, including the general 
Nicephorus Bryennius, earned criticism.

A courtly patrician who served as military finance minister (or 
Stratioticus) in the reigns of Constantine IX and Theodora, Michael 
Bringas was chosen by the latter as her successor shortly before her 
death in August 1056. He duly ascended the throne as Michael 
VI, but with no great dynastic name behind him, his position 
was precarious. He restored to favor the great general Nicephorus 
Bryennius, but perversely declined to restore the lands and titles 
that had been stripped from him by Theodora. His frugality in 
financing the army also earned him the enmity of the entire mili- 
tary class, which he compounded by giving the soldiers all manner 
of degrading and onerous duties. In doing so he seems to have been 
trying to enforce civilian control over the military, but a junta of 
disaffected generals soon rose in revolt and proclaimed one of their 
number, Isaac I Comnenus, as emperor. Michael’s attempts at 
negotiation failed and he was forced to abdicate on August 31, 1057, 
taking holy orders in order to spare his life. Only a relative handful 
of coins were seemingly struck during his one-year reign and his 
gold pieces are some of the rarest of the Byzantine series, with fewer 
than 15 recorded specimens.

Isaac I Comnenus grew up in a powerful military household and 
became a successful general. He came to resent the weak rule of the 
civilian aristocracy in Constantinople and seized power in a coup 
in June, 1057. At first he had the support of the Patriarch Michael 
I, but his seizure of church property to finance the army soon put 
him them at odds. Although he did much to strengthen a military 
that had been badly neglected in the previous reigns, and though 
he led successful campaigns against the Hungarians and Pechenegs 
on the Danube frontier, he offended too many powerful interests 
and was forced to abdicate in December of 1059. He entered a 
monastery and died in 1061. A later member of the same family, 
Alexius I Comnenus, sized the throne 20 years later and was far 
more successful in transforming the Byzantine state. The coins of 
Isaac I show him in a proudly militant pose, wearing the armor of a 
general and brandishing a sword.

Another pliant civilian, Constantine X was ill-equipped the series 
of crises that came hard and fast in the latter 11th century. The 
Empire came under attack simultaneously from three different 
directions: In the West, the Normans launched on assault on 
Byzantine southern Italy; in the North, the Uzes and Pechenegs 
poured into the Balkans, and the Seljuq Turks began ravaging 
eastern Anatolia.

A distinguished general from Cappadocia, Romanus IV was backed 
by the military caste against the aristocratic civilian faction that 
had driven the Empire close to ruin. In January 1068 he compelled 
the Empress Eudocia, widow of Constantine X, to marry him and 
thus secured the throne. From the beginning he saw his main task 
as reversing the advance of the Seljuq Turks, who were raiding Asia 
Minor at will. Over several years, he rebuilt the depleted Byzantine 
field army with mercenaries and raw recruits. In 1071 he led 40,000 
men on a grand campaign into eastern Anatolia, where, almost by 
accident, he encountered a smaller force led by the brilliant Seljuq 
Sultan Arp Aslan. In the resulting battle of Manzikert, the polyglot 
Byzantine army disintegrated and the Seljugs captured Romanus 
on the field. Arp Aslan treated him with civility and released him, 
but the aristocratic faction at Constantinople deposed and brutally 
blinded him, leading to his death a few months later.

The eldest son of Constantine X, Michael VII was a student of the 
noted Byzantine scholar Michael Psellus, who tried to instill in 
him all the virtues of a “philosopher king.” Alas, the terrible times 
called for action, not philosophy, and the two Michaels could do 
little more than hold up in the palace with their scrolls and codexes 
while the Empire crumbled around them. The debasement of the 
histmanenon became so severe that it could no longer buy a full 
bushel of wheat, as before, but only a bushel minus a quarter, 
or pinakion.

Alexius Comnenus came from one of the Empire's foremost military 
families and was the nephew of the short-reigning Isaac I. With 
the Empire's fortunes in total collapse, he seized power in 1081 
and immediately set about fighting the forces of disarray. He first 
focused on the Normans, who had seized Byzantine southern Italy 
and launched an invasion of Greece. After numerous setbacks and 
defeats, he secured victory with the help of Venice, to which he was 
forced to grant extensive trade privileges. Alexius also crushed the 
Pechenegs, a longtime menace on the Danube frontier. With much 
of Asia Minor having fallen to the Seljuq Turks, Alexius sought 
the support of Western mercenaries to reclaim lost territories. His 
call sparked the First Crusade, a wholly unintended consequence 
that only complicated his task of restoring Byzantine greatness. 
His reforms pervaded all parts of Byzantine society, from the army 
to the coinage, which saw the introduction of a new gold coin, the 
hyperpyron, replacing the badly debased nomisma. Largely suc- 
cessful, the long reign of Alexius led to a final century of Byzantine 
greatness under the Comnenan Dynasty.

Eldest son of Alexius I, John II continued and expanded the recov- 
ery in Byzantine fortunes that his father had begun. He saw his 
great task as reclaiming the Anatolian heartland that had been 
lost to the Seljugqs a century before, which he undertook by nearly 
annual campaigns. At the same time he dealt successfully with the 
Serbians, Hungarians, Venetians, Normans and Crusader states by 
a mixture of diplomacy and military might. Conscientious and just, 
he was beloved by the Byzantine populace, who called him “John 
the Good.” By the end of his reign much of Anatolia had also been 
recovered and it seemed only “mopping up” operations remained. 
But in April 1143 he was severely injured in a hunting accident and 
died after naming his fourth son, Manuel Comnenus, as his succes- 
sor.

The fourth son of John II, Manuel I presided over the apogee of the 
12th century Comnenan restoration. Intelligent, capable, and cul- 
tured, he was more broad-minded than his father and sought ways 
to cooperate with the emerging powers in Western Christendom. 
He admired Western ways and even staged jousting tournaments 
in the Hippodrome, to the consternation of many Byzantines. He 
tried to re-assert Byzantine power in southern Italy and Sicily, but 
here the Western powers came against him and forced his retreat. 
His father’s great task of reconquering Anatolia seemed all but 
complete when the Seljuq Sultan offered to accept vassal status; 
however Manuel demanded absolute surrender and staked all on 
a battle at Myriokephalon in 1176, which ended in total Byzantine 
defeat. After that, all the hard-won gains of his dynasty began to 
unravel.

The last Byzantine (and therefor the last Roman) Emperor, 
Constantine XI Palaeologus was nominated for the throne by 
his brother John VIII, who died childless in 1448. He had pre- 
viously served as Despot of Morea (the Medieval name for the 
Peloponnesus), where he won a reputation for vigorous, resourceful 
leadership. Constantine was crowned emperor in Mistra, capital 
of Morea, on January 6, 1449, and proceeded to Constantinople; 
because so much of the intervening territory was under hostile rule, 
he was forced to book passage on a Catalan ship. Only a few months 
after Constantine’s arrival in the capitol, Sultan Murad died and 
was replaced by his ambitious and aggressive son, Mehmet, who 
immediately began planning for the conquest of Constantinople. 
Constantine engaged in frantic diplomatic and military in prepa- 
ration for the attack. To obtain support from the Latin West, he 
affirmed the unpopular union of Eastern and Western Churches 
that his brother had put forth in the previous reign. Fewer than 
1,000 Western mercenaries answered his call for assistance, and 
he was only able to muster about 7,000 Byzantine soldiers to 
defend Constantinople against an Ottoman army numbering 
60,000, which arrived before the city in early April, 1453. Still, 
the defenders managed to hold out for more than a month before 
the Sultan’s siege cannon forced a breach in the city walls on May 
29, through which the Ottoman army surged. Constantine was 
last seen leading a band of defenders in a futile and presumably 
fatal charge. His body was never positively identified among the 
Byzantine dead, and legends soon arose that he had somehow 
escaped and would return to evict the Ottomans and restore the 
Empire to its full glory, a dream that remains unfulfilled. 


No coins of Constantine XI were known to exist until a single speci- 
men was identified by Simon Bendall in the mid 1980s. In 1991, 
the discovery of a small hoard brought a handful of further pieces 
to light. These were examples of the silver stavraton, the standard 
coinage of the late Byzantine realm, and its fractions. Hastily struck 
and of crude design, the pieces are tangible evidence of how far 
the Empire had fallen since the heyday of Justinian nine centuries 
earlier.

The marriage ceremony took place by proxy on May 30, 1843 in Naples, 
with Pedro II represented by Teresa’s brother, Prince Leopold. Teresa Cristina arrived in Brazil on September 3, 1843. It is reported that 17-year 
old Pedro II was initially despaired when meeting her since the portrait of her that had been previously presented to him greatly idealized her 
beauty. Nevertheless, their relationship would improve in time and they remained together after their exile in 1889. 

Two specimens as follows: fine style (Meili-22, engraved by Ferrez) in silver (Almost Uncirculated, 60mm/90 grams) and cruder style (Meili-23, 
unsigned) in white metal (probably as struck but from cruder dies broken on the reverse, 55mm/55 grams). Both very scarce. (Total: 2 medals)

adding “that it (will) benefit not only the military in the Army, but 
all classes of my subjects who wish to make use of such an advanta- 
geous establishment”. Engraved by Ferrez (Note: some sources 
have him engraving the dies for this medal in 1825 instead of 
1823, in which case the latter date would refer to the aforemen- 
tioned decree of March 1823 instead of the date of the medal).

(per authority of Act of December 8, 1797) on a cut half segment 
of a Charles III Spanish Colonial 8 Reales, also countermarked 
with a single annulet to pass for 4 Escalins in St Lucia. Base coin 
Very Good, countermarks Fine or thereabouts, 9.164 grams. 
Bob Lyall (SNC April 1984, p. 76) put forward convincing argu- 
ments identifying the annulet stamp sometimes found on cut 
lightweight halves of 8 Reales as a St. Lucia mark identifying it 
as such and setting its value at 4 Escalins (thus 1/3 of a Spanish 
Colonial 8 Reales, then worth 12 escalins). The cataloguer of this 
specimen at the Roehrs auction (see below) opined that the “SV” 
stamp was applied after the annulet stamp. That seems unlikely, 
since the St. Vincent act of 1798 stated precisely that that stamp- 
ing operation would only be made on sufficiently heavy segments 
of more than 7 pennyweights (10.886 grams, more than 1.5 grams 
over the weight of the present coin) and that this specimen would 
have presented the annulet mark of St. Lucia which precisely 
identified as a lightweight segment. Two more logical explanations 
remain: if one agrees with the aforementioned sequence proposed 
in the catalog of the Roehrs collection, then the “SV” stamp on 
this coin is a contemporary forgery applied to pass a 4 Escalins 
St. Lucia piece as a 6 Escalins. If not (meaning that the annulet 
stamp was applied after the “SV” ones, then the St. Lucia annulet 
mark was applied to identify a lightweight St. Vincent half dollar, 
either showing genuine “SV” stamps and then clipped to a lower 
weight, or on a contemporary forgery of the St. Vincent cut half 
dollar. The present cataloguer leans toward the latter possibility. 
In any case, an extremely rare and well pedigreed specimen, a 
fresh reminder that the West Indies cut and countermarked issues 
remain one of the most challenging and therefore fascinating 
series in modern Numismatics.

A cut 1/4 segment of a Spanish Colonial 8 Reales 
countermarked with “M” stamp on obv. and three couped cross 
stamps on rev. (for Montserrat, ca. 1788-1801) and with “Tirtila” 
type II stamp (for Tortola, ca. 1805-1824) on obv. almost obliterat- 
ing the earlier “M” stamp. The Montserrat countermark on the 
1/4 Dollar deserves a special mention, since all of the other speci- 
mens seen by the cataloguer show the combination of three “M” 
stamps on one side (to prevent clipping) and the couped crossed 
stamp on the other (obviously as a validation mark, and usually 
applied only once on cut segments, see next lot description): 
the present specimen shows the opposite combination of three 
couped crosses and one “M” stamp. The fact that the stamp nor- 
mally used to hinder clipping was the “M” one is also proven by 
the cut half milled 2 Reales countermarked with said stamp near 
the cut (Prid-6). An extremely rare variety of this elusive double 
island issue, also with an important pedigree. Base coin About 
Good, countermarks Fine, 5.57 grams. 


Note that Pridmore assigned the period of 1785-1805 to the 
Montserrat couped cross stamps based on the latest date on 
the Spanish Colonial 2 Reales countermarked with the couped 
cross design known to him, and on several specimens of the 
“Tirtila” stamp (assigned to 1805-1824 period) applied over earlier 
Montserrat cross stamps. However, the Roehrs collection con- 
tained a Spanish pistareen dated 1788 with such a stamp (DNW 
9/2010, lot 152) and the Patterson collection (Bonhams 7/1996, 
lot 692) contained a specimen of the official “Tortola” type I 
stamp (ca. 1801) over a contemporary imitation of the three “M” 
stamps. These two pieces thus allow to narrow the period of the 
Montserrat issue to 1788-1801 instead.

A contemporary of Charlemagne, Offa was one of the most power- 
ful Anglo-Saxon kings prior to Alfred the Great. A dispute with 
Jaenberht, the Archbishop of Canterbury in the early 760’s, may 
have led to Offa’s intervention in Kent resulting in an overlordship 
which lasted until his death in 796. During this period, he made 
use of mints at both London and Canterbury with attributions to 
either mint based upon moneyers being mostly tentative. The base 
of operations for Pendred is not known, although coincidentally he 
is the moneyer for one of two known gold Pennies of Offa, a copy of 
an Aureus of Augustus.

Charles II “Elephant & Castle” 1/2 Crown 1681 AU55 PCGS, 
KM438.4, S-3370, ESC-488 (R4). An item of unestimable 
importance, both as a historic issue and more specifically as an 
individual coin. As a type, the “Elephant & Castle” coinage in 
both silver and gold has long been sought because of its unbreak- 
able link with the western Africa trade route. As history tells 
us, not long after the English Restoration, James Duke of York, 
brother of King Charles II and head of the mercantile Royal 
African Company, made arrangements to have the ore acquired 
from the Gambia river in Africa coined. These coins, first hall- 
marked with the African native elephant, would later be revised to 
the more regal Elephant & Castle, a symbol that also became the 
focal point of the company’s crest. Of these issues, gold denomi- 
nations, while scarce in their own right, are far more abundant. 
Silver however was obviously acquired in very limited quantity, 
resulting in the coining of relatively few shillings, halfcrowns and 
crowns; in total, it is estimated that no more than 20 examples of 
the 1681 halfcrown exist in all grades. 


The present offering, a marvel of existence, has a pedigree tracing 
back 130 years and has been recognized as the finest survivor 
(Sotheby’s 1903 - “believed to be the finest specimen known”) of 
its type for over a century. Perfectly original, the surfaces show- 
case splendid earthen hues with a touch of iridescence around the 
devices from its certain long-term cabinet placement. The strike 
exhibits near full detail, with the faintest wisp of highpoint fric- 
tion contributing to the grade. Some haymarking is seen on both 
sides, but its appearance is neither excessive or unsightly. No abra- 
sions of significance are visible. An altogether exceptional piece 
- a “famous” coin! - that, not surprisingly, is accompanied by one 
of the most impressive pedigrees chains that we have ever seen.

“GEOPGIVS”, a real jewel of a coin, exceedingly choice, with a bold strike showing all digits and letters crisply formed and the small portrait 
being superb, nearly immaculate surfaces, and gleaming mint luster — a truly wondrous example of the last of only three dates struck of this 
type. Very rare in this grade, and in fact the entire series of “halves” — the half guineas and the half sovereigns — are generally rarer than the 
larger gold coins and yet pretty much ignored by collectors; not so rare in mediocre grades or even in sort-of XF or AU grades, but in spectacular 
conditions such as seen on this truly lovely half guinea of the first of the Hanoverian kings. And it is on the reverse of such coins as this that the 
standard royal title (contained on the obverse legend) explicates, in abbreviated Latin, the new king’s German titles: Duke of Brunswick and 
Luneberg, Arch Treasurer of the Holy Roman Empire, and Elector. Ironically, these were in their day far more important titles for a German 
nobleman than was being King of England, because of the vast wealth and influence of the German empire. Importantly, it was through Hanover 
that virtually all mail in Europe passed, and that mail was regularly opened and read by the German postal officials looking for secrets, and in 
this capacity the Hanoverians held the high card, as it were, militarily and in finance. The final German title shown on this coin, “EL” for Elector, 
however, was the most important of all — for it is how this Prince Elector came to be King of England. When Queen Anne died in the summer 
of 1714, mother of fourteen children who all predeceased her, there was no direct heir to the throne, and Parliament, not wishing to undergo 
another “bloodless revolution” such as had ushered in William and Mary, chose as her successor the most direct blood relative, the Empress 
Sophia of Hanover. England would have had a Queen Sophia had she not suddenly passed away. As a consequence, her eldest son became the next 
English king and thus began the Hanoverian line of monarchs. The gleaming gold coin offered in this lot was one of his last coins, as George I 
passed away on the 11th of June 1727, having seldom visited his new kingdom.

deemed, at first, to be unusable for coinage. Ansell received per- 
mission to work the gold specie chemically, and economically 
made it usable. In order to dispel the initial opinion of the mint 
master that the trace metals in the specie might make it too brittle 
for coining, Ansell had the extra line added to the queen’s hair 
fillet so that his sovereigns might be identified and tested. They 
were duly tested and were found to be fully fit for commerce, not 
at all brittle, and thus were released into commercial use. It is not 
known exactly when they were first called “brittle” by numisma- 
tists, or possibly they were so called in jest by Ansell. Nor were 
these coins noticed for many years by collectors, so that, by the 
time they were recognized, most had perished and the remaining 
known pieces mostly show years of commercial wear.

As an adjunct of collecting the popular 
Panamanian coinage series, the quest to obtain the six piece 
set of aluminum coinage, prepared around 1919 specifically for 
use at the Leper Colony in Palo Seco, was always a considerable 
obstacle. Air Force Colonel Davis Burnett began his numismatic 
pilgrimage there in the early 1960’s and even then was able to 
locate only a couple of the small denominations. Resulting from 
the pieces being officially withdrawn post World War Two and 
then destroyed in 1955, it is certain that only 133 examples could 
possibly still be extant. The estimate made by aficionados as long 
ago as 1980 is that about ten examples remain; recent estimate 
of “perhaps twelve” seems to be the highest number guessed. The 
reason for so few remaining outside the “banking community” is 
that they were directly and immediately convertible to USA dollar 
coins in the Panama Canal Zone where they were issued and 
once used. During the depression, with usage then at its peak, a 
full dollar was likely the total weekly living expenses of many in 
the Palo Seco colony. Secondly, the issue is not physically attrac- 
tive, does not contain any precious metal, and had a stigma since 
leprosy was believed by some to be infectious from contact with 
such coins. Likely many pieces were inadvertently destroyed or 
lost in the humid climate and jungle. As was the case with the 
Whittier and McFadden sets, we expect both the Panamanian 
collectors plus all collectors of world crown-sized pieces to con- 
sider this opportunity to add a fascinating 38 mm “circulating 
token” to their holdings. Prior to the Whittier sale in 2006 and the 
McFadden collection at Heritage earlier this year, it was estimated 
that only two others had changed hands over the prior 15 to 20 
years.

Unique 1875 Half Dollar Variety Set, KM112. The Ceiba tree 
centavo series began in 1864 with issuance of some of the silver 
and gold denominations. Most of the common silver issues were 
produced in 1864 -1866 whereas all issues dated 1867 -1872 were 
sporadic and remain scarce to rare. After no coins were made in 
1873 -1874, suddenly in 1875 the local mint issued a relatively large 
number of pieces in all four denominations. That 1875 issue was 
the final one for the series and no other silver pieces were issued 
prior to one half dollar emission in 1880 followed by much silver 
coinage in 1885-87. This history review might be pertinent as one 
tries to unravel the numismatic mystery of the primary coin in 
this unique trio. Included for comparison is a F-VF example of the 
very common horizontal axis standard emission. It weighs 12.53 
grams which fits with the Latin Monetary System weight goal but 
such should not have been pertinent for an issue with only 3/4 
silver purity (0.750 fineness) rather than 9/10th’s purity (0.900). 
The second piece, the only one located over about 20 years by the 
specialist assembling this set, has a perfectly vertical axis which 
is not normal for San Jose silver coinage. Its weight is 12.65 grams 
which happens to be the weight specified by whatever reference 
that Whitman Publishing Company followed in compiling their 
weight and fineness standards. Although being typically lightly 
struck, this piece is at least Very Fine with very attractive reddish 
and blue toning which expose its relatively low silver content (and 
thus more copper which can easily tone over time). The third 
piece, believed to be unique and which is numismatically impor- 
tant well beyond the scope of our current research effort, weights 
just 12.04 grams ( 4% below the standard) and has a horizontal 
axis which is rotated about 20 degrees counterclockwise. The 
dies for both sides are obviously genuine for 1875 and the wear 
pattern is typical for the series; grade might be AVF /Fine. What 
is so fascinating, since no other related overstrikes of any CR item 
post 1831 have ever been reported, is that a Guatemala 4 Reales 
was used as a host flan !! The undercoin is boldly evident, not 
just a figment of imagination, under the CR national shield. The 
Seated Liberty type 4 Reales of Guatemala began in 1873 and was 
produced in 0.900 fineness; its pillar of justice placed alongside 
the Liberty figure can easily be read to show “30 de Junio de 1871”. 
Well over half of Liberty’s body can easily be spotted along with 
some unclear peripheral lettering. The reverse shows only a bit of 
the host coin, notably beside the value “50”. Whether this was just 
a “trial strike” of a type that had been produced as early as 1865 is 
not known to us but such seems unlikely. More believable is that 
the San Jose mint was contemplating issuance of coinage to Latin 
Monetary standards and wanted to test if their mint machin- 
ery could withstand the additional force of striking the harder 
planchets. Such a test might have been done in 1875 but could 
have been done in 1876 - 1880 prior to the isolated 1880 issuance. 
An intriguing trio sure to create a buzz in the rather advanced 
numismatic society in San Jose and surrounding cities. (Total: 3
